Generations of  Johnsons are buried 
in this family plot where the 36th 
President was laid to rest on 
January 25, 1973.

	 Grandparents’ Farmhouse.
Sam Sr. and Eliza, the President’s 
grandparents, whose first home had 
been in what is now called the Johnson 
Settlement (in Johnson City), lived out 
their lives in this modest farmhouse.

Ranch House. The original century-
old rock farmhouse was greatly
enlarged over the years. During the
Johnson Presidency it became known
as the Texas White House. 


